Ship bill provides that within 20 days 
after the passage of ihe act the gov- 
ernor shall appoint in all counties of 
the state having a population of 30,000 
or more suitable persons to act as cen- 
sors of all newspapers published iu 
eaid counties. 


It shall be the duty cf each censor 


to examine and read all articles in- 
tended to be published in the paper 
with which he is connected and t» pre- 
scribe and eliminate, all libelous mat- 
ters and all matters deemed by him 
inimical to the interests of the state or 
any official thereof. 


Such censor shall hold office during 


the pleasure of the governor, who has 
power to remove and transfer ajid ap- 
point at will. 


Any person printing any article not • 


passed upon by the censor shall be 
guilty of a felony, ajod the penalty 
shall be imprisonment in state prison 
for a term not to exceed five years or 
less than one year, or by a fine from

A Chicago Man Will Be SaitiOed With 


•400,000,000 Instead.

xralevard, Chicago, is after 600 acres of 
land in tho heart of Philadelphia. His 
great-grandfather, John Pawling, lived 
in that city ia 3 7SS, he says, and owned 
the property- He leased the land for 99 
years to the city. Time passed, and the 
city saw many changes. Sometimes the 
rent was paid, and sometimes the city 
treated the land as its own. They con- 
veyed some scrt of title to a German for 
part of it, and he opened a big beer gar- 
den.

Heine's troubles are 
caused from a stroke of paralysis sus- 
tained last March, but just why be. c*n 
talt phunly oa some days, while ou 
other days he is as dumb as an oyster, 
the doctors are at a lots to understand. 


Hein2* has been an employee of the 


Atchison, Topelfu and Santa Fe railway 
for many years. One day last March 
be was doing some repair work on a 
freight car in the wmpany's yards in 
Argentine when be was suddenly seized 
with pains all over the body. He fell 
helplessly to the ground, and when 
picked np by fellow workmen a Jew. 
minutes later it was found that he could 
not speak. It was discovered, too, that 
he could hear nothing. He was removed 
to his home, on East Bnhy avenne, »nd 
the local railway surgeon. Dr. Burke, 
•was snmmoned. The physician said that 
tbe roan was paralyzed in the right 
side and that he had suffered from the 
stroke all over the body. At the time 
Heinze was deaf and dumb. 


Regular treatment soon gave the 


injured man relief, and a few months 
after the occurrence he was able to walk 
about His speech and hearing were 
both gone, however. Last Angnst, five 
mouths after the accident, his hearing 
returned to him as if by magic. He 
went to bed one night deaf. Tho next 
morning he arose and could hear sounds 
distinctly. He has not heen troubled 
about his hearing since. While he was 
slowly recovering from hii other injuries 
all these months his speech was still 
lacking. Evon after he had regained his 
hearing he was nnablo to ntter a sylla- 
ble. The treatment was continued, and 
about Dec. 1 his voice returned to him. 
Then suddenly, after two days spent in 
pleasant conversation with his friend* 
and relatives, Heinze was left as dnmb 
as on the day that he was (stricken 
with paralysis. Three days of enforced 
silence wero followed by three day? 
daring which he had tbe ttse of his 
voice. So his condition has been ever 
since. He will converse with his friends 
on an evening, go to bed and arise the 
next morning unable to repeat a single 
word spoken by him the previous even- 
ing. He visits his physician every day 
and keeps up the treatment, but as yet 
it has had no effect on the periodical 
lapses in his speech. He has recovered 
from the paralytic stroke somewhat, but 
he is jet very weak, and the physicians 
state that he will never be able to do 
another day's hard work. The fact that 
he has the use of his speech some days, 
while other days he has not, is more 
than the Argentine doctors can explain. 
It is thought that there is not a case 
like his on record. 


Heinze is 45 years of age and small 


in Btature. He has a wife and several 
children. His wife says that previous 
to March he had experienced the best of 
health and as far as she knows has 
never been subject to disease. Heinze 
himself can assign no cause for hii 
affliction.—Kansas City Times.

After thu {xiftitioa of the east- 
ern empire Crete, fell iato the hands of 
the VenoHaus. In 1045 the Turks tried 
to caprare the i:-!u;!i apain and ene- 
ceeded after a war lasting 24 years. la. 
that war took placr the longest siege oil 
record, the Turks berffgiug the city of 
Candia for 20 years before it gnrrender- 
ed, ill tfepteiaber, Irjea. 


The Crttaus revolted against the 


Turks in 1821 and caaied on their war* 
>vjth sccli rig or tjjat They drove fho 
Moslcias from all the open country SStt 
slvnt them up in the fortified cities. Th*» 
war was ccntiaued until 18SO, -wheat 
Prance. England and Kussia stepped in 
and forced a peace, handing the island 
over ta the government of Mohammed 
Ali, viceroy of Egypt. 


In 1840 the powers gave the island. 


back to the direct government of the 
enltan. Then began sonn a series of re- 
volts similar to the present one. The re- 
volt of 1869 was speedily suppressed, 
but the one of I8ti6 lasted a long time 
and would have been successful had not 
the powers prevented Greece from aid- 
ing the insurgents. 


The greatest fighters among the Cre- 


tans arc the Spakiots, a hardy set of 
mountaineers of the pure ancient Cretan 
blood. They kept Venice worried all 
the time she beld the island and bavo 
been the leaders of every revolt before 
and since. — New York Press.

There is no 
doubt but that far greater yields might 
be obtained by more thiTough tiHage. 


Clover, could we yet it, gives us an 


almost ideal fertiliser, provid*! the 
proper rotation is followed. Green ma- 
nure furnishes u uiosr excellent ferti- 
lizer. The state of preservation has much 
to do with the value of barnyard ma- 
nure- That allowed to become leached 
by rains or "iirefanged" is worth much 
less than that well taken care of. The 
liquids, which are racially wasted to a 
greater or less degree, are really .more 
valuable than tbe solids. Manure from 
cows is richer than that from horses or 
hogs, while that from sheep is superior 
to any of these. 


The concentrated form of the ferti- 


lizer makes it much easier of application 
than is the barnyard manure. On a farm 
of large size or where the bail dings are 
not centrally located the cost of haul- 
ing and spreading the latter is not less 
than $5 per acre if thoroughly done. 
This fa per acre, which is the actual 
ecB-t'to me in getting oat my barnyard 
manure, would boy fertilizers iu abun- 
dance for the crop to be grown, and that 
of the best varieties. Yet I would not 
have any one think that I do not appre- 
ciate the value of stable manure. Every 
bit is carefully utilized and considerable 
commercial fertilizers purchased be- 
sides. 


I do not believe there is any such 


thing as a complete manure for all kinds 
of soil. 


I believe in using commercial ferti- 


lizers in addition to barnyard manure, 
for there are few farms where there is 
enough of the latter. I believe in green 
manuring. I believe in tillage. 


Corn In Oklahoma. 


The best yields in 1896 at tho Okla- 


homa station have been from varieties 
which had been grown for several yoars 
either in the neighborhood or in south- 
ern Kansas. No very early maturing 
variety gave a satisfactory yield. Iu 
general the best yields were from plant- 
ings in the first half of April. Five ont 
of six plats planted with corn planter 
gave larger yields than correspondiug 
plats planted with lister. Except in 
very early planting, deep planting gave 
better results than did shallow. Larger 
yields of both grain and stalks were se- 
cured by thicker planting than is usual- 
ly pr^fticed. In the thicker planting 
the ears were smaller, but total weight 
was greater. 


Shallow cultivation after planting 


gave larger yields than did di«p. A 
plat which had no cultivation except 
scraping the surface with a hoe gave a 
larger yield than any plat given deep 
cultivation. Level cultivation seemec 
better than ridging. In all rases the 
land had been plowed deep and put in 
good condition at time of planting. 
Planted the first week in April, corr 
was in good condition for feeding tl: 
first week in July. 


Girdled Tree*. 


When spring opens, a good man 


trees will be found to have been girdled 
by rats and mice. They should Iws 
been protected with wire screening. I 
is easily put on and will last a lonj, 
time A farmer who lias had experienc 
writes the following in the Iowa Home 
stead: Go to each tree andcnt off abou 
si* little limbs as large as u pipesten 
and long enough to reach over th 
gnawed place. Sharpen each end like 
wedge. Make a cut above and belo\ 
the injured place with the point of 
knife and then slightly spring in th 
sticks, putting some grafting was clea 
around the tree on the end of the stock 
and then wind a waxed cloth aroun 
the place. The sap will go up these scion 
and the tree will not be set back at all. 
In three years the body of the tree will 
be smooth, -with nothing to indicate 
that it has bt-cn gnawed except that it 
will be a little largur whore it was 
mended. It' the sticks ure grafted iu 
properly, every tree will be saved.

Thomas Shaw, excellent au- 
thority. has grown good crops of Alsikc 
clover on the stiffest of clay soils iu On- 
tario. In & communication to Prairie 
Farmer he furnishes valuable informa- 
tion. as follows: White clover is adapt- 
ed to about the same range of climate 
as ALsik« clover and is even more hardy. 
Crimson clover is i» favorite in the At- 
lantic states and in those of the south, 
bnt iu the northern states it is not like- 
ly to do us uvnoh good. The winters are 
100 severe for ir. And just here it may 
be -mentioned that the soils best adapted 
to clover have usually a goodly sprin- 
kling of clay or clay loam in them and 
rc-st on a clay subsoil not too distant 
from the surface. 


With reference to grasses, timothy is 


iu a sense cosmopolitan. It will grow 
all over the northern and central states 
where cultivation can be successfully 
carried on unless it be in a narrow 
trip of dry belt. It does best iu moist 
oam soils and succeeds most poorly in 
ght sands, since in these it does not 
et enough food 
to sustain strong 


rowrb. Austrian brome grass, next to 
uuothy, promises to become a favorite 
or meadow and for pasture. It will 
ever supplant timothy where the lat- 
er is a pronounced success, but it can 
ght the battle of existence where tin;- 
thy would languish — that is tu say, on 
dry upland light soils and in regions of 
ehcirat rainfall. This grass is likely 
o prove a great boon to the farmers in 
he dry belt. It has the same habit of 
rowth us quack or couch grass, but it 
an be easily destroyed when we want 
o got rid of it. Of the pasture grasses, 
f course blue grass is king. It i.s pus-h- 
ug its empire westward and will soon 
reign over all the northern half of this 
;reat republic from the Atlantic to the 
'acific unless it be on the ranges where 
ilue joint and buffalo grass grow side 
iy side like brothers under conditions 
unfavorable as yet to the growth of 
ilne grass. Redtop is another stand by, 
rat is better suited to meadows than 
pastures. It is, of course, best adapted 
o slough lands. It. is quite at home, in 
nearly all the lowlands of the prairie. 
Che foregoing includes grasses of first 
merit introduced into the prairie coun- 
try. There are others, but their adapta- 
bility is more local. One of these is 
orchard grass, a second is tall oat 


and a third is meadow fescue.

Value of Unman to thu Sol!. 


A certain amount of hunms is essen- 


tial to HOI! fertility. As Agriculturist 
Clinton of Cornell station explains: Tl:e. 
value of humus lies not so much in its 
chemical influence, as in its physical ac- 
tion. It is a- great reservoir for tho stor- 
age of nitrogen and'moisture. It affects 
the temperature of the. soil by making 
it warmer. It ia able to absorb moisture 
from tho atmosphere, and having ouce 
taken it up holds it. 


When we plow under a. green crop or 


stable niauure, says the authority quot- 
ed, we are then not only adding plant 
food to the soil, but we'are adding tins 
valuable humus, which i.s able to ret ain 
181 per cent of its weight of moisture. 
Here ia where, farming with coimuurciul 
fertilizers fails. Though we tnny give 
all the plant food necessary for the 
growth and development of the plnut, 
the commercial fertilizer does not ;wld 
humus to the soil. If its use is coutiuncil 
year after,year without being supple- 
mented by green or barn manures, tho 
humus of tti soil is finally used up, and 
tho crop fails because there is no power 
in the soil to hold moisture. 


Growlac Second Crop Potatoes. 


The second crop is grown from the 


potatoes of the second crop of tbe previ- 
ous year, the. same as used for tho first 
crop, and not from potatoes grown early 
the same year. These aro culled second 
crop because they are often grown on 
land from which an early crop has been 
dug. In Kentucky where, probably, the 
best second crop potatoes are produced. 
this crop is planted in July and some- 
times as lati; as early in August. When 
planted so la to, they ore frequently cut 
down by frost before mature, but these 
immature potatoes aro said to be the 
best for seed, although quite small. The 
ground must, be vi-ry fertile.—Rural 
New Yorker.

In Boston 24 people died from asphyx- 


iation by gas iu 1896, which is over 
one-third the total number of such deaths 
in the district, for 18 years. This mor- 
tality is believed to be due to the use of 
the cheap water gas, which is compara- 
tively free from odor. It contains about 
30 to 40 per cent carbonic oride, a mos 
active poison, producing, when inhaled 
speedy death. It is estimated that one 
volume of it diffused through 100 vol 
nines of air unfits it to sustain life. I 
is proposed that gas corporations be 
compelled to add sufficient petroleum 
gas to water gas to produce an odor 
easily detected.—Chicago Inter Ocean,
